SENATOR FOWLER: LB 463 is a simple bill. It says that
people who work beyond the normal retirement age should

be ctble to contribute to a retirement plan up to the

age chey choose to retire or are required to retire. The
bill was introduced to provide uniformity 1in this area

for all retirement systems but a question was raised with
regards to the area of public safety, that is, police and
fire service, and it was felt that in fact this principle
we may not want to extend as broadly to police and fire

as we do other areas so the committee adopted an amendment
that remove police and fire from this of the primary cities
and the Tfirst class cities and leave the law as is iIn those
areas. 1 would move for adoption of that amendment.

SPEAKER MARVEL: The motion 1is the adoption of the amendment
as explained by Senator Fowler. All those in favor vote
aye, opposed vote no. Have you all voted? Record.

CLERK: 26 ayes,0 nays on adoption of the committee amend-
ments, Mr. President.

SPEAKER MARVEL: The motion 1is carried. The committee
amendment is adopted. Senator Fowler.

SENATOR FOWLER: Mr. Chairman, 1 would move that the bill
be advanced. As 1 indicated it simply establishes for

all the remaining retirement systems the principle that if
you work beyond age 65 to say age 70, you work beyond the
normal retirement age, you should be able to contribute,
continue to contribute to a retirement plan, and then when
you retire, the benefits would reflect that contribution.
So 1 would move advancement of LB 463.

SENATOR NICHOL: We are voting on the advancement of LB 463.
All those in favor vote aye, opposed nay.

CLERK: Senator Nichol voting aye.
